Congressman Carl Hinshaw vis¬ 
ited this city Tuesday on the in¬ 
vitation of the City Council, who 
requested him to make a personal 
investigation of the possible flood 
menace in the northwest section. 

Members of the Council have 
been much concerned over the 
situation re.sulting from the ex¬ 
cavations and trenches dug dur¬ 
ing Army activities while Santa 
Anit i was a training center. It 
was decided to call on the Con¬ 
gressman for assistance in get¬ 
ting some prompt remedial action 
before the heavy winter rains set 
in. 

Mr. Hinsh.aw dropped in on his 
friends at the Kiwanis lunch 
where he gave a brief impromptu 
talk at the request of Bruce Mc¬ 
Gill, chairman. He then went to 
the Republican Headquarters in 
the Sierra Madre hotel for a 
short time where he was greeted 
by a number of his constituents. 

The Council members then 
drove him to N. Mlchlllinda Ave. 
and the po.ssible flood threat was 
gone over thoroughly. Following 
that trip he had planned to visit 
a number of the Sierra Madre 
industries, but owing to other en¬ 
gagements was unable to visit 
any except the Palm Nursery and 
the Hawks plant.

The Kiwanians conducted an 
Open Forum at their meeting 
Tuesday on the proposed Amend¬ 
ments and Supt. Korsmeier spoke 
in favor of Proposition No. 9, 
stating that it would greatly aid 
the school situation here by in¬ 
creasing .State aid from $60 to 
.$80 per pupil. It has remained 
at $60 for 24 years in spite of 
increa.sing costs. The new meas¬ 
ure, he stated, will not increase 
local property taxes and might 
lower them. 

Judge Eaton spoke on the other 
side of the que.stion, granting that 
while it is true there is a short¬ 
age of teachers and too low sal¬ 
aries, there is a shortage of phy¬ 
sicians and in all other lines and 
that after the war this condition 
will undoubtedly change, but if 
this raise is made law it will 
probably remain for years to 
come. That if there is need the 
Legislature should increase the 
appropriation from year to year. 

President Bruce McGill spoke 
on No. 1 and said there seems 
to be little opposition and should 
be none as it is a bond issue to 
a.ssi.st California war veterans to 
acquire farms and homes, the 
money to be paid back in regular 
installments. 

Congressman Carl Hinshaw was 
present and gave a very interest¬ 
ing talk on his trip to the Aleu¬ 
tians, of flying conditions there 
and the immense military and 
commercial value of these islands. 

President McGill read a very 
interesting letter from Wm. Burr 
and brought up the suggestion of 
Tommie Mitchell that the boys 
would like good magazines. It 
was suggested that each member 
subscribe for a copy of Time for 
a service man.

semi-circle of business houses, with arcades for 
shade, front the harbor. There are bales of goods 
on the wharf and a few ox-carts. Aboard ship 
numerous Arab boys swarm in the lower rigging, 
calling: “Have a dive, have a dive!” They want 
you to throw an anna—like a dime—into the sea 
for them to dive after. As the coin goes down 
very slowly in a horizontal ptosition, it Is easy to 
recover. 

After leaving Aden we pass through the Red 
Sea, meeting tramp steamers crowded with Mos¬ 
lem pilgrims bound for Mecca. Next we enter 
the Suez canal, passing dredges constantly at 
work, and seeing occasional encampments of Arabs 
and Egyptians, surrounded by a circle of camels 
on the desert sand. An Arab ran by the side of 
our ship for miles calling "Baksheesh.” the orien¬ 
tal word for a present in money. Passengers threw 
him a coin or a breakfast roll or a potato. He 
would fold the offerings in his loose garment and 
at intervals stop to hide them under a bush, to 
be picked up later on a return run. 

It was very hot in the Canal and we were 
warned to keep our heads out of the sunshine 
and under the awnings, for fear of sunstroke. 
The furnaces In my ship were stoked by ebony 
black natives who, I understood, oame from Bla^ 
Africa and were called “Sldi boys”—pronounced 
Seedee. Sometimes these poor fellows would be 
handed up from below, unconscious when over¬ 
come by the heat They would be revived on 
deck and return to work at the furnace—another 
example of our comfort and pleasure depending 
on the sacrifice of others. In the cool of the eve¬ 
ning you would find the black man in some out- 
of-the-way place or behind a life-boat, playing 
strange melodies on a primitive native instrument 
something like a banjo. He had the rudiments 
of a culture which could be developed. 

A t the Mediterranean end of the Canal we 
stopped at Port Said. I was interested to 
see sailors letting down their boots by a 
string to a boat below. Natives in the boat in¬ 
serted a bottle of liquor in a boot, which was 
hauled up again. Could that be the origin of the 
word “bootlegging?” 

Ashore at Port Said, natives made a little money 
by hiring out donkeys to passengers for races on 
a strip of sandy beach. They had contemporary 
names for the donkejrs and would call: “Have a 
ride on Mr. Gladstone!” “Lily Langtry very good

I blew a shattering blast. We got through safely, 
going at about half speed, and landed at Graves¬ 
end on the Thames.

He might have 
wanted to wash and dress me. I would learn 
the system later. 

In this lovely place, with spacious lawns and 
gardens and a winding pond for skating parties, 
with a merry household of young and old enjoy¬ 
ing a fancy dress ball, and gathering in the little 
church in the grounds with villagers and the kind¬ 
ly Lord Bishop of Dover, and joining with the

ion, we cross the Equator. On that occasion 
sailors are allowed to provide some fun for 
the ship. “King Neptune” will come from over 
the side with crown and trident.

T his year is the 200th anniver¬ 
sary of the publication of the 
first book for children—the “Little 
Pretty Pocket-Book," issued by 
John Newbery in England in 1744. 

Because of this anniversary and 
because of the phenomenal boom 
in the sale of children’s hooks— 
and most importantly because of 
the deep social implications in this 
year’s Book Week theme “United 
Through Books"—the 1944 celebra¬ 
tion, November 12-18, is tremen¬ 
dously expanded. 

Throughout the country children 
and adults are turning with fresh 
enthusiasm to the wealth of beau¬ 
tiful and exciting books published 
for children and to the importance 
of books in the life of the growing, 
developing child. Books are the 
very channels of thought, the road 
to understanding, the gateway to 
richer, deeper enjoyment of life. 

Yet 80 per cent of the children 
of America have little opportunity 
to know more than the textbooks 
they, are given in school. In some 
areas books are everywhere—like 
the fabulous wealth of the Indies, 
they spill over into the school 
library, the public library, the 
bookstores — colorful, fascinating, 
easily accessible to all. It is the 
aim of Book Week, whose national 
headquarters are at 62 West 45th 
Street, New York 19, N. Y., to ex¬ 
tend each year this accessibility of 
books to more and more communi¬ 
ties: to make all of us aware of 
the value of books in the healthy, 
happy, growth of our children; to 
make us take stock of our com¬ 
munity from the point of view of 
this accessibility of books to chil¬ 
dren. 

Have we paid enough attention 
to our library? Have we libraries 
for “free reading" in our schools? 
Are there enough bookstores to 
serve properly our community? 
We’d do something quickly enough 
If there were not enough grocery 
or drugstores to serve our needs. 
Let us be sure there are enough 
sources of supply — libraries and 
stores—to serve us and our chil¬ 
dren with the kind of food that 
will help us build the better world 
we must have for our civilization 
to survive.
